New disclosures of sensational 
registration frauds in Oakland were 
made today, following an exhaustive 
investigation of the return through 
the mails of 16,000 sample ballots 
‘which had been sent te as many 
\engistated voters for thé primaries 
last Tuesday. 

These revelations, as a climax to 
the election scandal which follow- 
fed last November's election and re- 
sulted in the conviction of four 
election officers, indicate that per- 
sons by the thousands registered 
fraudulently, The investigations, 
conducted at the instance of the 
Citizens’ Committee of One Hundred | 
disclose fraudulent registrations from | 
the municipal woodyard, the county | 
jail, vacant lots, unoccupied houses, | 
the Hall of Reeords, and “resi- | 
dences that proved to be billboards.” 

According to Dr. H. F, Dessau, 
chairman of the executive commit- 
tee, the list of registrations which 
the comnrittee was prepared to 
challenge either on account of fraud 
or changes in address, totaled 16,- 
‘In the: dowatewn diétrict, Dr. 
Dessau says from 50 to 80 per cent 
of the challenged registrations were 
fraudulent, 

After the iuntcipal election on 
May 11 «..report...containing ..the: 
names of all challenged _ registra 
' tions will be turned over td Dis- 

trict Attorney W. H. L. Hynes, says 
Dr. Dessau, with a recommendation 
that_a grand juty iny ol be 
made of the ‘whole # The 
county clerk also will be ‘asked to 
|burge the great register of these 
| registrations. 

“Our - investigators inquired into 
every registration, and. the results 
were atnazing,”’ says Dt. Dessau. } 
“We found that men had. registered 
from vacant lots, supposed residerc- 
eg that proved to be billboards, a 
barber shop and houses that had 
heen vaéant for months. Some onw 
ae the temerity to register from 

he Hall of Records and another 
hos the county jail.”

1:18 

The sermon be- 
gan with the statement that what a 
man believes is his own business, and 
not subject to public criticism; but that 
when a body of people associate them- 
selves, publish their doctrines to the 
world and invite members, they lose

| the individual privilege, and their doc- 


trines ure open to public criticism. But 
doctrines alone may be criticised; and 
they should be honestly treated. not 
misrepresented. 

The Pastor then traced the remarka- 
ble growth of Christian Science. Its 
teachings appeal to a very intelligent 
class of people—a well-to-do class, of 
considerable mental independence. So 
far as he has conversed with Christian 
Scientists, he finds that physical heal- 
ing seems more or less associated with 
their conversion to their cult. Either 
themselves or their friends have been 
healed. Their realization of the cure 
convinced them that there is a super 
natural power outside of man, and 
aroused religious senfiment such as 
they had never before known. 

Bewildered Christendom. 

The reason for this is that nominal} 
Christianity is merely a form of godll- 
hess, Without power or conviction, 
which has spread to such an extent 
that the whole world is styled Chris-: 
tendom—Christ’s Kinzdom. Additian- 
ally, during the last fifty years a sin- 
cere class of Christians have been 
greatly perplexed because of the stu- 
Pendous nonsense, intermingled witb 
Truth, which was handed down to us 
from the Dark Ages. Under the in- 
creasing light. thinking people could 
not swallow some of the monstrous 
Statements of the creeds as readily as 
did their forefathers: and each denom- 
ination has found it necessary to say 
little about its creed. Thus People are 
bewildered as to the differences be- 
tween the various denominations; and 
many have concluded that the only dif. 
ference is in forms, ceremonies, ete. 

The doctrine that God had foreor- | 
dained 999 out of every 1,000 to an 
eternity of torture in fire became too 
horrible to believe. The alternative | 
doctrine, that God did not foreordain 
matters thus, but had not the wisdom 
or the power to avoid suclf a eatas- 
trophe for His creatures. became equal 
ly repugnant. Consequently preachers 
began to tell {hat the destiny of hu- | 
manity was not literal fire. but gna wing | 
of conscience, etc.—each preacher man. 
ufacturing a Hell of his own. 

Under these conditions Christian Sci- 
ence was born. Three things especial- 
ly favored it: (1) its acceptance of the 


Bible; (2) its rejection of everlasting 
torment: (3) its teaching of Divine heal- 
ing. Mrs. Eddy, its acknowledged head, 
had a Keen mind and considerable wis- 
dom in its exercise. She held to the 
Btble. though she perverted its teach- 
ings. She laid stress on healing, and 
settled all doctrinal difficulties with the 
dictum that there is no evil. there is no 
sin, no death; that what have been so 
called are merely errors of the mind. 

The very absurdity of some of these 
Statements advertised them. At first 
People sald. Absurd! Later they said. 
We will see bow Christian Science ex 
Plains death. sickness. pain. sin’ Thus 
curiosity led them into the metaphys- 
{cal labyrinth which Mrs. Eddy bad 
constructed. Having no intelligent 
knowledge of the Bible. they were in 
condition to fall an easy prey to 
“Mother Eddy’s” errors. 

Is Christian Science Logical? 

The Pastor then discussed some prob- 
lems which Christian Science pre. 

nts to all logical minds. This cuit 
declnres that there is no death. and 
that whvever dies merely commits 
“mortal error.” The fact that for six 
thousand years mankind have died 1s 
surely against this theory

Again. if disease is error, if death is 
the greatest of errors. und if the es- 
caping of “mortal error’—death—brings 
everlasting life, bow do our Christian 
Science friends expect to get everiast- 
ing life. when at the last moment of 
their trial they make failure?

The story of how two Californie 
children died from rabies during a 
single week in February, because of 
heing bitten hy mad dogs, is told by 
Wilbur A, Sawyer, director of 
the State Hygienic Laboratory at 
the University of California, in the 
last bulletin of the state board of 


! health. 


One was a child in Watsonville, 
not yet three years old, bitten 
through the tongue by a rabid dog. 
other was a five-year-old boy 
hitten in the hand by a rabid dog 
at Santa Cruz. Both children were 
given the Pasteur treatment, but it 
was already too late to raise the im- 
munity rapidly enough to save their 
lives. 

“These two deaths,’ says Dr. 
Sawver in his report, “illustrate the 
importance of immediate and thor- 
cauterization of the bites of 
‘rabid animals, and of the avoidance 
lof delay before the administration of 
ies Pasteur treatment. Afove all. 
they show the urgent necessity for 
reducing the number of dogs and 
muzzling the remainder. Measures
